_ | THE LECTURE. 

The Rev. Gs E. S, Upsdelt prefaced his 
remarks, by reminding his audience thar 
the prosperity of Hongkong ‘depended 
upon its ocean trade; and ‘its’ merchant: 
princes relied upon: the freedom “of the 
seas to freighters and passenger vessels. 
‘This safety. wos enjoyed solely on account, 
of the British Navy, which had swept the 
pirates from the trade routes. 

The lecturer said that whilst Nelson 
begins the roll of Britain’s heroes, much 
as Napoleon, his great, opponent, fills the 
atage from the French point of view, it 
‘must not be forgotten’ that long before 
the’ day when the man who gave the 
message to his sailors that England ex- 
pected every,,man to da his duty, there 
lived seafaring herges who freely gave 
their blood and genius. to further Eng- 
land's greatness. : ; ‘ 

Next Bir. Upsdell dwelt on the tragic 
execution of Admiral Byng, who had been 
convicted of cowardice before the French 
—many historians »saying that he was 
wrongly convicted for an error of judg- 
ment, At any rate, 4 seaman, who wit- 
nessed the execution, turned away with 
tears in.his eyes ‘and exclaimed; “ There, 
lies the ‘bravest. and’ best officer sid’ the 
navy.” The following year, on Septem- 
ber 29th, 1738, Nelson was born. A num- 
ber of pictures were then shown depict- 
ing the youth of-Nelaon, his narrow escapr 
from a lear. when a midshipman on 
ELMS. Corcane; his sbrvice under Lord 
Hood as captaid of the frigate Albemarle, 
downto the outbreak in France, in 1793, 
when Nelson was - gazetted Captain of 
H.M.S. Agamemnon, He participated 
with Lord Hood’s ficct in the blockade 
and ultimate capture of the French fleet 


at Toulon, after which he was sent to 
Naples. with despatches... Here he met 
the famous Lady: Hamilton, whose future 
life had’ so much to. do with that of: the 
naval hero.
